From hence, any honeſt People of common 
Sagacity, may be fully convinced that Chriſt is 
not God, and that all thoſe who go about to 
Deify him, de utterly belye him; and that he 
was far from requiring any ſuch a Faith, ſo con- 


trary to the Honour of his God, and heavenly | 


Father. Who expreſs]y ſays, I am God alone, 


and beſides me there is no other, I am the Lurd, 


and there is none elſe, there is no God 2 des me, 
Ifaiah xlv. 5. 


Agreeable to the ſacred Firſt Commandment, 
Thou ſhalt bave no other Gods beſides me. Which 


is founded on the eternal Law of Nature, that 
the ſupreme Being, or firſt Cauſe, is Self-Exi- 


ſtent and Independent, and in this it is that the 


Unitarians triumph as unanſwerable. And in- 


deed well they may, for in this grand Point, 
they have got Scripture and Reaſon on their 
Side, and all the Trinitarians under Heaven, 
will never be able to wreſt them out of their 
Hands. 

It is certain chat the Prophet Jeſus of Na- 
zaretb, was born, and bred, and liv'd, and 


dy'd, a juſt and ſtrict Jew; as Joſeph his real 


Father, and Mary his Mother both were, and 
all his Brethren, James and Joſes, Simon and 
Judas, and his Siſters, all were Jews: And as 


many holy good Men do at their Death, fo did 


Jeſus at his Death, cried with a loud Voice, Fa- 
ww into thy — I commend my Spirit: And

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having ſaid thus, be gave up the Ghoſh, And 
thereby gave a Demonſtracion that he was a 
mortal Man. And therefore let all wiſe and 
good Men and Women conſider, who truly re- 
vere the moſt high God, and Father of all, 
what a prepoſterous, idolatrous, unreaſonable 
Thing it is in the Nominal pretended Chriſtians, 
to Deify and worſhip this meek and innocent 
Prophet Jeſus, as the moſt high God. Now go, 
write it before them in a Table, and Note it in 4 
Book, that it may be for the Time to come for cver 
and ever. That this is a rebellious People, lying 
Children, Children that will not bear the Law of 
the Lord, Iſaiah xxx. 8, 9. They that forſake the 
Law, praiſe the wicked; but they that keep the 
Law, contend with them. Wo be unto the ungodly 
Men, who have forſaken the Law of the moſs bigb 
God: For if you increaſe, it ſhall be to your De- 
 flruftion. 5 
No Pen can deſeribe the Odiouſneſs of that 
Sin of Diſobedience to God; when his Laws are 
forſaken, violated, and utterly ſet aſide, and the - | 
wicked Inventions of Men are ſubſtituted, and 
ſet up in Oppoſition, and flat Contradiction to 
them : Here all honeſt good Men muſt own and 
confeſs, that the Honour of the moſt high God 
is concerned. He that ſaid, If I be @ Father, 
where is my Honour, if I am a Maſter, where is 
my Fear? He expecteth that we ſhould obey 
him, becauſe he is our Father; Have we not all 
one Father, hath not one God created us? Now 
this is a Principle founded in the eternal Law of 
Nature, That he who gave us Life, hath an in-

eonteſtable Right to give us Laws; and our 
bounden Duty to obey him. Therefore, when 
the great Creator of the Univerſe hath ſpoke it 
with his own Mouth, and wrote it with his own 
Finger, the facred Firſt Commandment ; Thou 
Halt bave no other Gods befides me: Can any 
Thing be more horrid, than to ſet up two other 
diſtin Perſons to be the moſt high God, be- 
fides him who alone is ſo. When God himſelf, 
by the Mouth of his Prophet {/aiab, hath plain- 
ly aſk'd the Queſt ion; 1s there a God beſides me? 
And then gives this abſolute deciſive Anſwer to 
it, There is no God, I know not any: Now God 
is Omniſcient, and if. there had been any other 
Perſon that was God, he would have known it; 


but he ſolemnly declares, I know not any. By | 


which all wiſe, honeſt, and upright Men may 
certainly fee the notorious Falſhood of the Tri- 
nitarian, Popiſh Doctrine; and that it is as con- 
trary to our Reaſon, as Franſubſtantiation is to 
our Senſes: So that the Unitarians wonder how 
any Proteſtants' tliat can fwallow down the Bo- 
las of the former, ſhould boggle, or heſitate at 
the latter. He who bath meaſured the Waters in 
#be Hollow of his Hand, and meted out Heaven 
with a Span, and comprebeniled the Duſt of the 
Earth in a Meaſure, and weighed the Mountains 
in Scales, and the Hills in a Ballance: He faith, 
Co whom then will ye liken me, or ſhall I be equal, 
ſaith the holy One. Not the holy Three. 

For he who is the King eternal, immortal, 
inviſible, the only living and true God, never 
had, nor ever can have an equal, And 


there- 
fore, 
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„ 
fore, this bringeth me to aſk this grand and 
| ſolemn Queſtion, Whether almoſt all the No- 
minal pretended Chriſtians every where, both 
Greeks, Papiſts, and Proteſtants, except the Uni- 
tarians ; are not guilty of manifeſt Idolatry, 
and whether they have not generally continued 
in that horrid Sin, for about 13 or 1400 Years, 
ever fince the Apoſtacy, when Popery began to 
put up it's filthy Head? Every Man of Pro- 
bity, and general Reading, knoweth full well, 
that this monſtrous Doctrine of the Trinity, or 
the moſt high God, being Three diſtinct Per- 
ſons, was never known in the World for above 
Four Thouſand Years. All the Patriarchs, and 
Prophets, and God himſelf, have given us al- 
moſt innumerable Teſtimonies to the direct con- 
trary. God faith to Abrabam, I am the Al- 
mighty God, walk before me, and be thou perfect: 
He doth not ſay, we Three are the Almighty 


God, but in the ſingular, I am, &c. And 


Abraham ſaid, I have lift up my Hand to the moſt 


bigh God, Paoſſeſſor of Heaven and Earth, &c. 


And God faith, I am God alone, and my Glory 
will I not give to another, Nay, the Trinitarians 
themſelves, ſome of them, have ©wned, that 
the Doctrine of the Trinity is not explicity taught 
in the Old Teſtament. And therefore, far from 
being in the New. For indeed the Prophet 
Moſes, and the Prophet Jeſus, will for ever 
ſtand faithful Witneſſes againſt that abſurd ido- 
latrous Doctrine, of the high God, being a 
Plurality of Perſons, which is downright Poly- 
#heiſm, and ſprung from Romiſo —

of real Truth; and all Perſons into whoſe 
Hands this little Treatiſe may come, to read 
it in à folemn and ſerious Frame of Mind; 
conſidering that ſupreme Being of all Beings, 
whoſe Glory, Honour, and Worſhip, I am now 
greatly concerned to treat of, and to exemplify. 
The Points of Doctrine that I fix upon, are the 
expreſs Words of the Prophet Feſus of Nazareth, 
which was a Prophet mighty in Deed and Word, 
before God, and all the People: His Words are 
theſe, Matth, iv. 10. It is written, thou ſhalt 
worſhip the Lord thy God, and bim only ſhalt thou 


. 

Thus we fee this humble Man Jeſus, quoteth 
the Words of the meekeſt Man in all the 
Earth, Moſes ; he being, the Man like unto him. 
And here, it is worthy for us all to obſerve, 
how this wife and holy Prophet Jeſus, taketh 
this ſacred eternal Law of God into his Mouth, 
and maketh Uſe of it as a ſtrong Tower to re- 
fiſt the Darts, break the Snares, and repel the 
Attempts, and confute the falſe Arguments of 
his inveterate Adverſary, who would fain have 
drawn him off from the Worſhip of the only 
living and true God; but the holy Jeſus, re- 
pulſed him with Deriſion, faying, Get thee be. 
bind me, Satan; for it is written thou ſhalt worſhip 
the Lord thy God, and him only Halt thou ſerve, 
Let theſe Words fink down into your Minds, 
and ponder them well in your Hearts; for 
whatſoever People there are upon the Face of 
the whole Earth, whether they be * 

an, 
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And now, I humbly beſeech all fincere Lovers 
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ſtiaus, Mabometans, or Heathens, that worſhip 
any other Perſon, or Being, as the moſt high 
God, beſides him who is the Father and Creator 
of the Univerſe, are Idolaters, and can never 
clear themſelves from that abominable Sin, but 
by Repentance, and Reformation, and giving 
Glory to. God in the Higheſt ; that is, to the King 
eternal, immortal, inviſible, ihe os living and 
true God. 
For all wiſe and juſt Men muſt own and con- 
feſs, that the — Moſes, and the Prophet 
Jeſus, and the real, or ſuppoſed Prophet Ma- 
homet, were all mortal Men, and all Three dyed. 
Therefore, it is evident to a Demonſtration, that 
never a one of theſe could be the moſt high 
God, becauſe he is immortal z and he alone can 
ſay, 1 lift up my Hand to Heaven, I ſay, I live 
for ever. Your "Fathers, where are they and ihe 
Prophets, do they live for ever. 

Now tho”. Moſes was fo great and ſo good a 
Man, and mighty in Words and in Deeds, and 
God made Choice of him before all Men, as the 
Inſtrument in his Hand, to redeem the Chil- 
dren of Vrael out of the bitter Servitude of 
Egypt, and from under the wicked Hands of 
that inhuman mercyleſs Tyrant, whoſe inſolent 
Pride prompted him to ſay, I know not the Lord, 
neither will I let Iſrael go, (like his moſt wicked 
Babylonian Brother, "20g after) who not mind- 
ing nor regarding the juſt and righteous Judg- 
ments of God upon Pbaraob, fell into the fame 
horrid Sin of Rebellion and Idolatry, as his Lu- 
ciferian Predeceſſor had done. If, ſays be

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| out ihe other from Men, and his Dwelling to be 
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fall down and worſhip the Image that I have made, 
well: But if ye worſhio not, ye ſhall be caſt the 
ſame Hour into the midſt of a burning Fiery-Fur- 
nace, and who is that God, that ſhall deliver yon 
out of my Hands, Dan. iii. 15. Here let all that 
truly fear God obſerve, how this Blaſphemer 
vaunteth out his Derifion of the moſt High, 
and deſpiſeth his Law; and proudly aſketh, 
Who is that God that Hall deliver you out of my 
Hands? But my dearly beloved Brethren, An- 
naniab, Aſariab, and Maſejab, (for thoſe were 
their Hebrew Names, the other were the Names 
which that Heatheniſh King had given them) 
they boldly and couragiouſly ſtood up like 
three Heaven-born Champions, for the Ho- 
nour and Glory of that God who gave them 
their Breath. And they faid, We are not care- 
ful to anſwer thee in this Matter: If it be ſo, our 
Ged-whom we ſerve, is able to deliver us from ibe 

ing Fiery-Furnace, and be will deliver us out 
of thy Hand, O King, But if not, (they would 
leave that to his Wiſdom, Care, and Goodneſs) 
be it known unto thee, O King, that we will not 
ferve thy Gods, nor worſhip the Golden Image 
which thou haſt ſet up. 

Here all the true Servants of God may com- 
fort themſelves, and renew their Faith and Hope 
in him, when they ſo conſpicuouſly perceive his 
wonderful Dealings with the greateſt and proud- 
eſt of his Enemies; for he knoweth how to 
bring down their high Looks, by bringing the 
Waters of the Red-Sea upon ihe one, and drivi

with the Beaſts of the Field, and make bim eat 
Graſs as Oxen, and wet with the Dew of Heaven, 
and ſeven Times, or Years, paſs over bim; till 


| be know that the moſt High ruleth in the Kingdom 


of Men, and giveth it to whomſoever he will, 
And thus the greateſt Monarch confeſſeth. And 
at the End of the Days, 1 Nebuchadnezzar lift 
up my Eyes unto Heaven, and mine Underſtanding 
returned unio me, and ] bleſſed the moſt High, and 
I praiſed and honoured him that liveth for ever; 
whoſe Dominion is an everlaſting Dominion, and 
bis Kingdom is from Generation to Generation. Now 
1 Nebuchadnezzar praiſe and extol and bonour 
the King of Heaven, all whoſe Works are Truth, 
and bis ways Judgment; and thoſe that wall in 
pride be is able to abaſe. - | 
I have made this ſhort Digreſſion from the 
Point I was upon, on Purpoie to bring Man- 
kind to obey the ſacred Firſt Commandment 
of God; from which ſo many Millions of 
Nominal pretended Chriſtians. have manifeſt- 
ly derogated and ſwerv'd ; and not only from 
the Firſt, but notoriouſly from the Second, 
Third, and Fourth Commandments, of the ever 
bleſſed Jerovan. And that which is worſt of 
all the Barbarities in the World, is, that the 
main Bulk, of theſe Nominal pretended Chi- 


ſtians, have put to Death Thouſands, if not Ten 


Thouſands of Fews, principally for their firm 
Adherence, and glorious Teſtimony to the Truth 
of that ſacred Firſt Commandment, that eternal 
Law, Thou Halt have no other Gods but me; 
and for ſtedfaſtly denying that monſtrous un- 
| | | reaſonable 
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reaſonable Doctrine of Trinity, or of the moſt 
High and holy own E of Heaven and Earth's be- 
ing a Plurality of Perſons. - 

For this they have been put into the Hell- 
born Inquiſitions of the pretended Chriſtians ; 
and put to the moſt cruel Deaths, of being burn: 
alive to Aſhes, and other the moſt hateful, hor- 
rible Tortures, and frightful Torments, that the 
Malice of the moſt execrable abandoned Hypa- 
crites could ever invent and perpetrate : Not 
only confiſcating the Eſtates and Effects of theſe 
glorious Jeuiſo Witneſſes, but alſo, ruining and 
undoing their Poſterity, as far as in their Power 
lies: And all this Bloodſhed and Violation of 
the ſacred Laws of God, and the religious Li- 


berties of Mankind, are-cimmitred by a prodi- 


gious Number of the baſeſt Sycophants in all 


the World, who have the Impudence to call 


themſelves by the Name of Chriſtians, yea 
Catholicks too, to compleat the Farce; when at 
the ſame Time they do thoſe Things which are 
directly contrary to the Words of the meek 
and lowly Jeſus; who ſaid, Whatſoever ye would 
that Men ſhould do unto you, do likewiſe, for this 
is the Law and the Prophets , but theſe pretended 
Chriſtians would not for all the World be ſo 
dealt with, as they do to others. 

Now to reſume the Argument I was upon, a 
Page or two afore, concerning Moſes, that tho? he 
was ſo meek and amiable a Man both in the Sight 
of God, and all good Men that ever. wrote of 
him ; ſo that it is ſaid of him, And there aroſe 
not fuch 4 Prophet in Iſrael, bum the Lord knew 


Fact 
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Face to Face; who ſhone ſuch a Glory upon 
him, that the Children of Iſrael could not behold 
without a Vail on bis Face. 


Yet was there never found one [/razhkte in the 


whole World fo wicked and idolatrous, to wor- 
ſhip Moſes, as the moſt high God. Altho? the 


moſt High, had called him, and made him a 
God to Pharaoh ; and alſo, to honour him the 
more, had made Aaron to be his Prophet: And 
tho? the 1/raelites often did, and were too apt to 


practiſe the Idolatries and Cuſtoms of the Na- 


tions that were round them; yet never have we 
one Inſtance of their worſhiping him as God. 

But almoſt all the Nominal pretended Chri- 
ſtians every where, both Papiſts and Proteſtants, 
that are Trinitarians and Athanaſians, have Stu- 
pidity enough to worſhip the Prophet Jeſus, as 
the Moſt high God: Altho' he himſelf had fo 
plainly faid, I can do nothing of myſelf, and my 
Father is greater than J; and his own Words, 
It is wwritten, thou ſhalt worſhip the Lord thy Gad, 
and him ox LY Halt thou ſerve. 


And if theſe Words had never been written, | 


either by the Prophet Feſus, or by the Propher 
Moſes ; yet would they be true from the Be- 
ginning of the World to this Day, and for ever. 
Becauſe they have a Foundation in Nature and 
Reaſon, prior to any written Laws; and all 
ſuch are properly called, eternal Laws of God: 
As the Firſt, and Second Commandments, Sc. 
For this King eternal, and immortal, being the 
firſt Cauſe, and grand Caufality of all other Be- 
ings, has an * 8 
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by us, and all Mankind for ever : 


He being the 
ONLY living and true God, and beſides him — 
is no other. 


Now we certainly know, that Three rational 


diſtinct Perſons, are Three diſtinct Beings ; and 


if theſe Three diſtin&t Beings, are every one 
God, then for certain there are Three diſtinct 
Gods. And would People be but truly honeſt, 
they would readily own and confeſs it, and that 
all who hold ſuch abſurd Notions are evidently 
Tritbeiſts, and manifeſtly acknowledge three Gods. 
And for any to ſay, that the Father is God, 
the Son is God, the Holy Ghoſt is God 


and

in the ſame Breath tell us, theſe are not three 


Gods, but one God: Can any Thing be more 
notoriouſly falſe and untrue. Juſt as if a Man 
ſhould ſay, King George, is King, King Lewis, 
is King, King Philip, is King: and in the ſame 
Breath impudently tell us, theſe are not three 
Kings, but one King; can any Things in the 
World be more glaring Falſhoods than theſe; 
or more contrary to all the rational Faculties, 
which the great and good Creator of the Uni- 
verſe hath graciouſly given us, to diſtinguiſh be- 
tween Good and Evil, Right and Wrong, Truth 
and Falſhood. 

The Prophet Moſes truly told 1/-ae!, Unto thee 


Lord be is God, there is none Pale beſides him. Out 
of Heaven be made thee to hear his Voice, and up- 
on Earth he ſhewed thee bis great Fire, and thou 
beardeſt his Wards ont of the midſt of the Fire. 


It 


it was ſhewed that thou mighteſt know, that the 
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It is worthy to obſerve, and to know ; why 
God ſpoke theſe ſacred Ten Commandments in 
ſo wonderful a Manner, and to fo many Hun- 
dred Thouſands of People as he did : And be- 
hold, he giveth the Reaſon himſelf, That be 
might inſiruf# thee. And as he giveth the beſt 
Inſtructions, ſo we can never do better than to 
hearken to him, and obey them.. Bur the pre- 
tended Chriftians for about Fourteen Hundred 
Years, ever fince their fatal Degeneracy from 
primitive Chriſtianity, have notoriouſly violated 
the ſacred Ten Commandments of God. And 
having deſpiſed the moſt High, thought Scorn of 
his Law, and forſook bis Way; and ſet up their 
deteſtable Inventions, of God's being a Plura- 
liry of Perſons, of making Images, and bow- 
ing down to them, (as my own Eyes have ſeen) 
of changing God's holy Sabbath from the Se- 
venth Day, that he bleſſed and ſanctified, to 
the Firſt Day, all which, neither God, nor the 
Prophet Moſes, nor the Prophet Feſus, ever 
commanded, but always abhorred. 

God reproveth all ſuch, As teach for Doctrine 
the Commandments of Men : And Moles, for their 
vain Inventions: And Feſus of Nazareth, for 
breaking the Commandments of God, by your Tra- 
ditions. For laying aſide the Commandment of God, 
ye bold the Tradition of Men. And be ſaid, ful. 
well; or very evidently, Te rejef# the Command- 
ment of God, that ye may keep your own Tradi- 
tion, This is one of the crying Sins of almoſt 
all the pretended Chriſtians at this Day every 
where, both Greeks, Papiſts, and Prateſtants, 
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generally; from the King upon the Throne, 
down to the meaneſt Subject. Not only my 
Royal Friend George, the Second, King of 
— and Ireland, but all his Lords 
and Commons; Thomas, Duke of Norfolk; 
Charles, Duke of Somerſet ; Holles, Duke of 
Newcaſtle ; Fohn, Duke of Montagu ; my great 
F 3 Robert, Earl of Orford; Daniel, Earl 
of Winchelſey, and all their noble Brethren : 
And my * Friends, Henry Pelbam, 
Arthur Onſlow, and all their Brethren z do ye 
not all live in direct Oppoſition and open Diſ- 
obedience to the ſacred Fourth Commandment 
of God, The Seventh Day is the Sabbath of the 
Lord thy God. 

And do not Hundreds of you, yea Thou» 
ſands, yea Millions of People, go to your Places 
of Worſhip; and hire the Prieſts to read over 
to you that ſacred Fourth Commandment, Re- 
member the Sabbath Day, to keep it boly; Six 

Halt thou labour, and do all thy Work ; but 
#be Seventh Day is the Sabbath of the Lord thy 
God, in it thou ſhalt do no Manner of Work. 
And then God giveth a Reaſon why it is the 
Seventh Day, and why no other: For in Six 
Days the Lord made Heaven and Earth, the Sea, 
and all that therein is, and reſted the Seventh Day: 
Wherefore the Lord bleſſed the Sabbath Day, and 
ballowed it. And all ſtanding up, pray and fay, 
Lord bave Mercy upon us, and incline our Hearts 
to keep this Law. When at the ſame Time, 
both Prieſts and People know in their own Con- 
ſciences, they are mocking God, —— 
a 
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all intend, nor deſign to keep it, but utterly to 
diſregard, violate, and profane it.' This is the 
doletul State, and Practice of almoſt all the pre- 
tended Chriſtian Churches in Europe; who have 
been all, more or leſs, drawn away from this 
ſacred Law cf God, by that Mother of Harlots, 
who has cauſed all the Nations to drink of her 
fornicating Cups, and abominable Inventions. 

And if all Degrees of Honeſty, Truth, and 
Sincerity, be not periſhed from the Breaſts of 
Men, Then I will appeal unto thee, O King, 
and to our Lords and Senators z whether this 
horrid hypocritical glaring Impiety, (in ſeeming 
publick Worſhip) can be acceptable in the Eyes 
of the All-wife, Juft, and holy God. 

Nay, but can any Thing in this World be 
more abominable to him, to hear People read 
over his ſacred Law, The Seventh Day is the Sab- 
bath, of the Lord thy God: And then hear them 
pray, and fay, Lord have Mercy upon us, and 
incline our Hearts to keep this Law: By which it 
is evident, they know and believe it to be the 
Law of God, and ſtill in Force; or elſe, why 
do they pray him To write this Law upon their 
Hearts? When their falſe Hearts are predeter- 
mined to break it, ſo that no Excuſes can be 
formed to cover this preſumptuous Sin ; for it 
is worſe a great deal than the Sin of 7eroboam : 
Who had fer up a Day to be kept, That be bad 
deviſed out of bis own Heart. Therefore God ſer 
this Mark of Infamy upon him for it, to all Ge- 
nerations; becauſe he ſet it up in Oppoſition to 
the Day that God had commanded, and out of

and the clean, and have hid their Eyes from my 


Men had taken Liberty, they diſpiſed the moſt High, 
thought Scorn of bis Law, and forſook bis Way: 
5 Nevertheleſs the Law perifheth not, but abideth in 
= it*s Force. 
=_ So that Men may ſtiffen their Necks, and 
=_ hardentheir Hearts againſt the moſt High, and 
1 may reject and diſpiſe his pure and ſacred Ten 
Commandments; yet they, lite ibe Works of bis 
1 Hands, are Verity and Judgment, all his Com- 
mandments are ſure; they ſtand faſt for ever and 
ever, and are done in Truth and Righteouſneſs. 
Therefore, whoſoever would be ſaved, and 
would not be deceived 3 Then let your Light ſo 
ſhine before Men, that they may ſee your good 
 Warks, and glorify your Patber which is in Heaven. 
Never forgetting, thoſe precious ſucceeding 
Heaven- born Words, of the holy Prophet Jeſus, 
|, in his moſt glorious Sermon on the Mount:

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Think not that 1 am come to deſtroy the Law, or 
the Prophets; I am not come to deſtroy, but to 
fullfil. For verily I ſay unto you, till Heaven 


and Earth paſi, one Fot, or one Tiltle, ſhall in no 
wiſe paſs from the Law, till all be fulfilled, Matth. 
v. 17, 18. | 

And leſt any ſhould be ſo groſsly ignorant, 
or wiltul, to ſuppoſe, that the Word fulfilled, 
means abrogated, or ended: O how wiſely, 
and worthily, does this dutiful obedient beloved 
Son, and ſent of God; this anointed Prophet, 
ſhew the Vanity, and Invalidity of fuch Sur- 
miſings, by bearing this glorious Teſtimony for 
his heavenly Father's Law. Whoſcever therefore 
ſhall break one of theſe leaſt Commandments, and 
Hall teach Men ſo, he ſhall be called leaſt in the 
Kingdom of Heaven: But whoſoever ſball Do, and 
teach them, the ſame ſhall be called great in the 
Kingdom of Heaven. 
For not the Hearers, but the Doers of the Law 
are juſtified. 

Thoſe that are real Chriſtians muſt believe 
Cbriſt's Words, and do them: And he tells us, 
that theſe ſacred Ten Commandments ſhall ne- 
ver pals, till Heaven and Earth paſs, nor ſo 
much as one Jot, or Tittle of them. He was 
utterly againſt the Violation of any one of his 
God and Father's Laws; and teſtifieth againſt 
all ſuch, and all their human Inventions: And 
he openly declares, Every Plant which my bea- 
venly Father bath not planted, ſhall be rooted up. 

What then will become of your Popiſb Firſt 
Day, or Sunday, as the idolatrous Heathens call 

it's 
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it; becauſe they worſhiped the Sun on that Day; 
and in the Reign of Conſtantine, Pope Sylveſter 
the Firſt, ſet up that Day, and impoſed it on 
the Nominal Pope-rid Chriſtians ; who at that 
Time, about the Third and Fourth Centuries, 
had begun to deviate from the holy Laws of 


God, and to violate God's holy Sabbath. And 


ſoon after they had broken the Fourth Com- 
mandment, ep did the ſame by the ſacred 
Firſt and Second, ſet up ted other diſtinct Per- 
ſons to be God, beſides the Father of the Uni- 


_ verſe, who is the o LV living and true God. 


Yea, they degenerated to ſuch horrid Degrees 
of Idolatry, as to make them graven Images, 
and bow down unto them; tho* ſo contrary to 
the expreſs Words of the Law. 

But here, moſt of our Proteſtants, eſpecially 
the Non-Copformiſts, will ſay, hold Friend 
Elwall; we deny this laſt Charge utterly : We 
own the Paptifts do indeed, break the Second 


Commandment, but we do not. To which I 


anſwer, that tho' ye do not break the Second 
yet, ye certainly break the Firſt, and the Fourth, 


as well as they. They can criticize, and inter- 


pret away the Second Commandment, and all 
the other facred Texts, that forbid Idolatry : 
And it muſt be owned, that he Proteſtant Pa- 
Fiſts, have Art and Deceit enough to do the 
very ſame by the Firſt and Fourth Command- 
ments of God. Otherwiſe, how comes your 
monſtrous Doctrine of Trinity, and your Fero- 
boam's Sin, of ſubſticuting, ſetting up, and ſur- 
— the Firſt Day, inſtead of God" — 
ven 


— 
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Seventh Day, Sabbath ? Theſe vain Doctrines, 
and falſe Practices, were never known in the 
World, for above Four Thouſand Years, by 


any chat worſhiped the true God. | 
And will you be ſo wicked to father them 
on the Prophet Jeſus, or the Prophet Moſes, or 
„upon the moſt High and holy God? If bs. 
then I call Heaven and Earth to Witneſs againſt 
you this Day, that the ſacred Firſt, and Second, 
and Fourth Commandments of God, will ſtand 
to confute you for ever; and to reſtify, That you 
have a Lye in your Right- Hand; and are of thoſe 
that rebel againſt the Light. God, and his Pro- 
phets Moſes, and Jeſus, having expreſsly com- 
manded, Thou ſhall worſhip IE HOVAH thy Gop, 
and him our ſhalt thou ſerve. For thus ſaith 
the Lonp that created the Heavens, God bimſelf 
. that the Earth, and made it, be bath eſta- 
bliſhed it, be created it not in vain, be formedit to M 
be inhabited, I am the Lorp, and there is none | 

elſe. I the Lonp, and there is no God elſe beſide 
me, Ifaiah xlv. 18, 21. | 

| Now here obſerve well ; all People that truly 

= and ſincerely fear God, from the King upon the 
| Throne, to the meaneſt Peaſant in the Land, 
whether it be poſſible for God, or Man, to ſpeak 
and write more clearly, plainly, and ſelf-evi- 
dently, than he, the All-wiſe, Supreme Being, 
and all his holy Prophets have done? Is here 
the leaſt Syllable, or Tittle, of any ſuch Jargon 
Principle, or Notion, of a Plurality of Perſons 
in God, either 3, or 6, or 12; can any Thing 
in all che World be more abſurd and contre- 
dictory, 
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dictory, to both Scripture and Reaſon? Why 
doth not his Royal Majeſty the King, and all 
his noble Lords, and Senators, aſk themſelves 
this ſerious grand momentous Queſtion ? By 
whoſe Authority, do we receive theſe falſe and 
unreaſonable Doctrines? From God they cannot 
come, nor ever did, but certainly from the Pope: 
| He impoſed them upon our Fore- Fathers in 
f Times of great Darkneſs and Ignorance; and 
our latter Fathers began to ſee a little into thoſe 
Evils, and to remove ſome of them from off 
our Shoulders: But ſtill there is many of the bigb 
Places not yet taken away. Yea, not only fo, 
but do we not plainly ſee horrid Doctrines and 
Practices, ten Times worſe than the high Places: 
Teaching us to break the Commands of God, 
and to violate his holy, juſt, and 1 Laws, 
= and baſely to diſhonour him, by ſeting up Two 
| other diftin& Perſons to be equal in Power and 
= Glory to him, who alone is the moſt high God; 
1 | and ſolemnly declares, that he bas zo Equal: Ta 
| whom then wil ye liken Me, or ſhall I be Equal, 
=: faith the boly on x, Ifaiah xl. 25. 1 am the 
15 Lozp, that is my Name, and my Glory will I not 
by - to another, neither my Praiſe io groves 


es, 

Sure it is high Time to reform theſe Things, 
and to diſcard them utterly ; for it is not the 
guilty herein; but the Ge- 
nerality of Proteſtauts, except the Unitarians ; 5 
yea, with Sorrow I write it, the Reformed Pro- 
teſtants in theſe Kingdoms alſo : See the Sixth 


| Queſtion and Anſwer, in the Aſſemblies Catechn, 
| Where 
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where any wiſe Man may obſerve, the preced- 
ing Queſtion and Anſwer, viz. the Fifth, 7s 
there any other God but one? Thetruly excellent 
and rational Anſwer is, There is but one, the on- 
ly living and true Gad. Then follows the Sixth, 

one of the moſt prepoſterous Queſtions and An- 
ſwers that was ever heard in the World ; How 
many Perſons are there in the God-head ? And the 
Anſwer ; There are Three Perſons in the God bead, 

the Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghoſt ; and theſe 
Three are one God, the ſame i in Subſtance, equal in 
Power and Glory. 

How incoherent, unintelligable, and inconſi- 
ſtent, theſe two Queſtions and Anſwers are to 
one another, I leave all rational judicious Men 
to judge: That there is but owe only living 
and true God; and then to aſk this monſtrous 
Queſtion, Sw many Perſons are there in the 
God-head ? When the former Anſwer had quite 
rendered this laſt Queſtion, altogether imperti- 
nent; by aſſerting, There is but ons only, the liv- 
ing and true Gad. Where can you find a Para- 
dox of this Nature, equal to this, except it be 
in the Mulcitude of the Atbanaſian Creed. And 
praiſed be the moſt high God, there is now a 
great Number of Unitarians of all Denomina- 
tions, that begin to ſee with great Perſpicuity, 


the groſs Abſurdity, and Impiety, of that mon- | 


ſtrous Trinitarian Doctrine, which attempts to 
ſet up a Couple of Equals, to the infinite ſu- 
preme God, and Father of all. 

The Mabometans, who are by far the moſt 
numerous Sect of People in the World, Mat are 
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zealous Worſhipers of the ont only living and b 
true God : But were never ſo baſe, wicked, nor . 
idolatrous, to ſet up any Perſon equal to God: B 
They believe Moſes was a great Prophet, and 


that Feſus of Nazareth, was a great Prophet, N 

and that Mabomet, was a greater Prophet than b 

either; but never were guilty of any ſuch horrid 1 

| Idolatry, to worſhip any one of them as the 1 
moſt high God. , 


And not only ſo, but it muſt be owned and 
_ confeſſed, that both the Jeus, and Mabometans, 
have laid down their Lives, a Thouſand, and a 
Thouſand Times, to the moſt cruel Deaths that 
the Malice of the pretended Chriſtians could in- 
vent and inflict upon them; fo as to ſuffer all 
their Goods and Effects to be taken from them, 
and their Bodies burnt alive to Aſhes, rather 
than violate the facred Firſt, and Second Com- * 
mandments of God, or to own his being a Plu- 
f rality of Perſons, Two, or Three, or Four. 
; O the Blood, the Blood, that the Nominal 
'!  - Chriſtians have ſhed, and do continually ſhed to 
this Day, in Spain, Portugal, and [taly ; and | 
whereſoever their Hell-born Inquiſitions extend. 
It is remarkable, that, not the moſt Chriſtian, = 
but even the moſt Catbolick King, ſome Years 
ago, when he had a mean Mind to turn Monk, 
and the Crown to his Son; which when 
he had done, he wrote a Letter to his Son, 
charging him above all Things, to take ſpecial 
Care to hold up the holy Inquiſition ; for that 
was the Bulwark of the Faith. And indeed all 
ſuch Faiths, that are not founded upon —__ 
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but upon Falſhood; that One is Three, and 
Three is One, have very great Need of ſuch 
Bulwarks. 

And it is thought by ſome wide and 
Men, that the original Deſign of ſerting up thoſe 
barbarous, inhuman — was to ſupport, 
and enforce that Popiſh irrational Doctrine of 
the Trinity, and ſome others, very near a-kin 
to that Moaſtrofity, as the Supernatural In- 
carnation of TFeſus Chrijt, and the perpe 
Virginity of Mary, Foſepb's Wife; and of her 
being got with Child by a Spirit, without the 
Concurrence of her Huſband, tho* then actually 
eſpouſed together, that is, married, betrothed, 
aſſured in Wedlock; and ſhe bearing to her Huf- 
band 7 or 8 Children, viz. Jeſus, Fames, Foſes, 
Simon, and Judas, and 2 or 3 Siſters; never 
violating the Marriage- Bed; but were an honeſt 
laborious Couple, living in true Obedience to 
the Law of God, and never knew any Being, 
Angel, or Spirit, but her Huſband only. 

Therefore all ſuch falſe, — unna- 


tural Doctrines, as the Supernatural Incarnation; 


forged on Purpoſe to deify, or make a God of 
the holy humble Prophet Fes: Who was ſo 
far from being the moſt high God himſelf, that 
he ſolemnly declares, I can do nothing of myſelf. 
And the el Virginity of Mary, when at 
fame Time ſhe had her own Huſband, and 
many Children by him. Alſo, not only their 
Popiſþ confuſed Idolatry, in worſhiping Three 
diſt inct Perſons, their Tranſubſtantiation, chang- 
ing God's holy — and openly profaning 

and 
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And violating it; and making Thouſands of 


graven Images, bowing down to, and even 
kiſſing them. Now theſe, and a great many 
more ſuch notorious Abſurdities, Forgeries, and 
Inventions, as Pardons, Indulgencies, and be- 
lieving the Infallibility of the Church, Cc. It 
was no Wonder they ſet up their bloody Inquiſi- 
tions, and Tribunals; as being indeed the main 
Bulwarks of their Faith: For if they be taken 
away, and the fat Bene fices that are tack'd to 
them, down they all fall, cven to the Ground. 
So that this Rammer of Perſecution is abſo- 
Jutely needful to thruſt down Mens Throats, 
ſuch Faiths, and Creeds, as Nebuchadnezzar's 


burning Fiery-Furnace was to effect. Bur thoſe. 


true Fews, and faithful Servants of the moſt 
high God; they choſe rather to burn in the 
Fiery-Furnace, than any wiſe to break the ſacred 
Firſt and Second Commandments of God, 

And tho? all the Nominal Chriſtians, both 
Greeks, Papiſts, and Proteſtants, may flight, diſ- 
piſe, reject, and violate, thoſe Ten Commani- 
ments as much as they will; yet they will do 
well to conſider, That for all theſe Things, God 
will bring them into Tuagment. And let us bear 
the Concluſion of the whole Malter, fear God, and 
keep bis Commandments : For this is the whole 
Duty of Man. For God ſhall bring every Wark 
into Judgment, with every ſecret Thing, whether 
it be Good, or whether it be Evil. 

The great God, merciful and gracious, hath 
given me a Heart to love him ; 3 bleſſed be his 
holy Name for ever: And that Love hath 

drawn 
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drawn me forth into an honeſt, upright, ſincere 
Obedience to his ſacred Ten Commandments, * 

and has given me an Underſtanding, to know 
that they are all holy, juſt, and good, and cer= {| 
tainly came from the original Fountain of all 
Goodneſs; and in great good Will to Mankind. 
If any one of them ſeems more particularly de- 
| ſigned for the Glory of God than the reſt, it is 
the Fourth: And yet, of that, Chriſt tells us, 
The Sabbath was made for Man. He does not 
ſay, the Sabbath was made for Jrael, but for | 
Man, that is, for the Good of Mankind, as 
_ Grotius very wiſely affirms. | 

And I truſt in the ever-living God, the un- 
changeable Being; that he will enable me to 
bear my Teſtimony faithfully to the End of my 
Life, for God, and for his facred Decalogue. 

For no Pen can write, nor Tongue expreſs 
the Joy and internal Comfort and Peace, that 
God doth, and will manifeſt to the Hearts of 
all thoſe who ſtand up for him, and live in faith- 
ful, upright Obedience to his Law: Which is a 
Pleaſure that all the World can neither give, 
nor ever take away from them. 

Now if any of theſe Nominal Chriſtians 
ſhould offer to evade this Charge of Idolatry, 
in worſhiping a mortal Man, as the moſt high 
God, by the old Thread-bare Shift, and Popi/þ 
Invention, of Chriſt having two or three Na- 
tures, viz. a Human Nature, a Divine Nature, 
or Super-angelic Nature, as ſome of them call 
ic, by which the Prieſts of all Sorts, have de- 
ceived Millions of poo People, and kept them 

- : 
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in Blindneſs, Darkneſs, and Ignorance ; telling 
them, that as he was Man, he died, but as he 
was God, he flew away, withdrew, or lay dor- 
mant: And many ſuch idle irrational Tales they 
have broached forth, to hold up their Babel 
Doctrine; of Three, remaining Three, may 
yet be but One; and One, abiding One, be 
Three, and all this at once. For the Trini- 
«<< tarians acknowledge, that they pay the Wor- 
e ſhip due to God alone, to Feſus Chrift ; and 
* to this Object they convey their Adoration, 


* as to God Supreme; nor by the Intention of 


4 their Minds, do they direct it through him 
„ to any ſuperior Being, but make their Wor- 
«* ſhip terminate in himſelf.” And if this be 
not Idolatry, I know not what can be ſo. 

Suppoſe any Hraelites ſhould have worſhiped 
the holy Prophet Moſes, in the ſame Manner as 
mentioned above; I will appeal to all Men, if 
it would not be Idolatry: And contrary to the 
expreſs Words of the Prophet Moſes, and of the 

Prophet Feſus; Thou ſhalt worſpip the Lord thy 
Cod, and bim only ſhalt ſerve. 

And as there is nothing in the World more 
certain, than that the Fathers Adam and Noah, 
Abrabam, Iſhmael, Iſaac, Eſau, and Jacob; and 
the Prophets, Moſes, Feſus, and Mabomet, all 
died, and gave a Demonſtration that they were 
all mortal Men; fo for People to pay ultimate 
Adoration and Worſhip, to any of theſe mor- 
tal Men, is no leſs than ——_—_ Idolatry ; by 
giving that ſupreme Worſhip to a mortal Man, 
which is alone due To the King eterna!, immortal, 
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inviſible, the only living and true God, I beſeech | 
all truly pious Souls, never to forget theſe laſt 
Words, of the oy living and true God: The 
King eternal, immortal, inviſible; and ever | 
render to him, the Glory due to his high and 
holy Name for ever more; And worſhip bim 
that made the Heaven and Earth, and the Sea, 
and the Fountains of Waters, Thou art worthy, 
O Lord, to receive Glory, and Honour, and 
Power : For thou haſt created all Things, and for 
thy Pleaſure they are, and were created. And 
the Four and Twenty Elders fell down and Wore 
ſaiped bim, that liveth for ever and ever. 3 

Now it muſt be owned and confeſſed, that 
theſe ancient People of God, the Jews, of 
whom Chriſt himſelf was one, and all his A- 
poſtles; did never once offer any Manner ß 
divine Worſhip to their great Prophet Mu- 
| ſes. And to do Juſtice to all Mankind; the 
prodigious Empires, and Kingdoms of the Turks, 
E gyptians, Arabians, and Perſians, theſe all be- 
lieve in the Prophet Moſes, and the Prophet 
Jeſus, and that Mahomet was the laſt, and 
greateſt Prophet of all; yet to their Honour, 
| __ as well as to the Fews Glory they were never 

. fo ſtupid and ignoble to pay him Adoration, 
and worſhip him as the moſt high God. 

It is very obſervable, what an ingenious laced 
Author, faith, *Tis highly probable that the 

« Arabian had long preſerved, or rather, had 

« never loſt the Notion of a ſupreme GOD, 

«© the Creator of the Univerſe. *Tis difficult to 

— prove, that they preſerved this Tradition ever 
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« fince the firſt Patriarchs; but 'tis certain, 
* that Mabomet found this Article of Faith, 
% diffuſed, and received among all his Country- 
«© men. Only the Idea hereot, was more or 
«& leſs clear and diſtin, according to the diffe- 
&« rent Places, and Characters of the ſeveral 
Tribes. *Tis very certain, that all the Jews 
&« and Chriſtians in Arabia, acknowledged this 
& Truth; and *tis as certain, that even the Ido- 
< laters themſelves, did not reject it. Their 
Error conſiſted not in denying a ſupreme 
* Deity, but, according to Mabomet himſelf, in 
wm confounding his Power with that of their 
4 Idols, or of the ſubordinate Divinities they 
.$* repreſented. 


« Name of Aſſociation 3 becauſe, tis impoſ- 
« ſible that a Being infinite in Nature and 
*« Power, ſhould need the Concurrence of any 
«© other Will or Power, to produce any Effect. 
«© But this Reproach of Aſſociation, was not 
«*« confined ſolely to the Idolaters; Mabomet 
<« likewiſe applied it to the Chriſtians, whoſe 


Doctrine he condemned principally, becauſe 


<< they admitted a Generation in the Deity. A 
«< Generation, which he affirmed to be mani- 
© feſtly uſeleſs, if it only produced the ſanſe 
« GOD, and plainly contradictory, if it pro- 
«© duced another, that was neceſſary to be aſſo- 
s ciated with the former.” 

But now, I earneftly intreat all that are called 


iftians, to aſk themſelves this ſerious 
Rion, Hath this Jeſus Chriſt, This Prophet like 
unla 


* A Mixture, which he proſcribed under the 
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_ «to Moſes, hath he ever given us any Precept 
any where, to worſhip him, as the moſt high 
God, and Father of all? Hath not Chri} told 
us the direct contrary, and Moſes likewiſe ? 
Have they not both joined together in an abſo- 
Jute Prohibition of ſuch notorious Idolatry ? 
Saying, Thou ſhall worſhip the LORD thy GOD, 
and him onLy ſhalt thow ſerve. Therefore, if 
you were true, real Chriſtians, you would obey 
Chriſt: He told you plainly, F you keep my 
Commandments, ye ſhall abide in my Love; as I 
bave kept my Father's Commandments, and abide 
in bis Love. He founds his own Acceptance 
with God, upon no other Foundation, but that 
of doing his Will ; and he taught and incul- 
cated this bleſſed Doctrine af obedience, on all 
his Diſciples, and real Followers: Yea, he lays 
a happy Streſs upon it, and Neceſſity ; ſaying, 
If thou wouldeſt enter into Life, keep the Com- 
mandments of GOD, which are al! plain, and 
| eaſy to be underſtood; and he does not ſend us 
to proud Popes, Prelates, or Prieſts, of any 
Denomination, for they have been the Intro- 
ducers of almoſt all the abſurd Doctrines, that 
ever have been broached this Fourteen Hundred 
Years. But this truly honeſt Prophet, Jeſus, 
the anointed of God, he wiſely directed us to 
our own ſelves, even to that Reaſon, and Mea- 
fure of Light, that he knew God had graci- 
ouſly given to every one, to direct their Way; 
and therefore ſaid, Ny do ye not, even of your 
own ſelves, judge what is right, 


I challerge 
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I challenge all the Flatterers, and pretend- 
ed Chriſtians, to ſhew us one ſingle Inſtance, 
where he did ever break any one of his God, 
and heavenly Father's Laws; they know that he 
never did. 
But he honeſtly, and truly ſaid, Which of you 


accuſeih me of Sin. So may all the true Fes, 


and real Chriſtians, ſay, to all the pretended 


Chriſtians, called holy Lords of Inquiſition, 


and all other Perſecutors; What Evil have 
we done? What facred Law of God have 
we violated? So far from it, that the Law 
is our Delight, becauſe it is holy, juſt, and 
good, like the great Fountain of all Goodneſs, 
who firſt ſpoke it, and then wrote it, in ſuch 
a wonderful Manner, as was never heard in the 
World before, nor ever ſince, 

So that we juſtly reaſon, and conclude, 
that of all Laws, none ought to be more care- 
fully, and faithfully obeyed, than thoſe ſacred 
Ten Commandments of GOD; they being 
delivered in the hearing of above Three Mil- 
lions of Souls; being 600,000 Men, and 
600,000 Women, and computing Four Sons 
and Daughters, ro each Man and Wife, will 
be above Two Millions more; beſides a mixt 
Multitude of Egyptians, and others, that went 
up with them. 

Now all theſe where then living Witneſſes 
of the Truth, and Verity, of hearing, and be- 
holding with their own Ears, and Eyes, the 
Words, and Glory of the Lord. | 
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The LORD our GOD made à Covenant 
with us in Horeb; the LO R D made not this 
Covenant with our Fathers, but with us, even 
us, who are all of us here alive this Day. 
The LORD talked with yeu Face to Face in 
the Mount, out of the Midſt of the Fire. See 
how plainly this holy Man of God, appeals to 
themſelves for the Truth of it: Theſe ſacred 
Laws were ſpoke To us, who are all of us, 
here alive this Day, Here is no Tricks, nor 
Deceits, nor pious Frauds; But the Heads 
of all the Tribes, and Elders, came near to Mo- 
ſes, and ſaid, Bebold, the LORD our GOD 
hath ſbewed us his Glory, and his Greatneſs, and 
ve bave heard bis Voice out of the Midſt of the 
Fire: We bave ſeen this Day, that God doth 
talk with Man, and he liveth. Now therefore 
why ſhould we die? For this great Fire will 
comſume us; if we bear the Voice of the LORD 
our GOD more, then we ſhall die. For 
who is there of all Fleſh, that bath beard ihe 
Voice of the living God, ſpeaking out of ihe 
Midſt of the Fire, as we have, and lived. Here 
is perfect Harmony indeed and in Truth, 
Moſes ſolemnly affirming it to all their Faces, 
and all the People publickly declaring it; and 
with ſuch fignal Circumſtances, as confirm 
the Truth of it, and renders the diſbelieving 
of it, highly unreaſonable: And Cenotes an 
Incredulity to Facts and Truths, very mani- 
feſt, and that are not only excellent in the 
Reafon of Things, but alſo exceedingly well 
atteſted, 
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atteſted, both by the Prophet Aſaſes, and the 
Prophet Jeſus; and by all the Hiſtorians, and 
Prophets, that intervene for One Thoufand 
Five Hundred Years, all teſtifying as with one 


Voice, and afferting the Truth and Faithfulneſs 


of Moſes, the Servant of the LORD. 

And now what ſhall I render unto the 
LORD, for the ſignal Mercics and Deliver- 
ances that he hath graciouſly carried me through, 
and hath preſerved me with Honour, out of the 
Hands of perſecuting Prieſts, who thirſted af- 
ter my Ruin and Undoing, by cauſing many 
Hundreds of my Books to be ſeized ; and many 
Bookſellers, and the Printer, to be taken up. 

And I taken away out of my Shop, in the 
Midſt of the Fair at Cheſter, and carrying me 
before the Recorder of the City, and threatening 
to ſend me to Priſon, either to the North-Gate, 
or the Caſtle, but did not. Another Time, the 
ſame Magiſtrate took the Oath of a Barber a- 
gainſt me, for laying up my Goods on the 
Shelves, and unpacking them in my Shop on 
the Firſt Day; and gave a Warrant to ſtrain 
my Goods, or to put me in Stocks: And I 
readily, and joyfully told him, here is my Body, 
and here are my Goods, take which ſeemeth 


thee beſt; for this is one of the Six Days that 


the moſt high God and Creator of all Things, 
command me to labour, and do all my Work, 
but the Seventh Day, is the Sabbath of the LORD 
thy GOD, i it thou ſhalt not do any Work : And 
thou knoweit I never do, nor ever * wy 
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Shop on that ſacred Day, for I love the Law of 
God, and will keep it till I die. 

So he took my Goods, and ſold them for j iſt 
half Price, and then came and laid a Shilling 
on my Counter before me ; as he went away 
ſeveral of the Tradeſmen called loudly to him 
about what he had done, and told him the Bar- 
bers would thave from Morning to Night on 
Sundays and Saturdays too, and aſk'd why he 
Ut not ſwear agatall them. 

On the Firſt Vay next, I ſent a Letter to the 


Recorder, and told him, I was then at work 


in my Shop packing up my Goods, and he 
might double the Fine, or double the Time for 
me to fic in the Stocks, for I would ſtill obey 
God, and would not regard the Pope, nor his 
Invention of the Firſt Day; but I had no more 
Moleſtation. 

And now, O King, I beſeech thee, don't 
take amiſs any Thing that I have wro:e unto 
thee, for I ſincerely Love thee, and have ſuf- 


fered for the Sake of thy Royal Family, during 


the Time of the Rebellious Mobs in Siafford- 
fire; where they often, yea very often, threaten- 
ed to kill me, if I had a hundred Lives. 

And once came about Threeſcore of them be- 
fore my Houſe, bidding damn their Blood and 
ſink their Spirits, if they did not pull down my 
Houſe before they flept; my Wife was then ſo 
big with Child, ſhe did not know ſhe had an 
Hour to go of her Time, yet thoſe inhuman 
Wretches continued roaring, Down with the 
Houſe, along Time, till at laſt, by the Perſua- 
ſion 
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ſion of ſome Neighbours, and throwing them 
ſome Money out at the Windows, they march- 
ed away to ſpend the Money ; but before they 
went, ſome. of them, to ſpite me and my Wife, 
kneeled on the Step of my Door, and drank 
the Pretender's Health, by the Name of King 
James the Third. 

Now all this Hatred they bore to me, was 
not for any Harm I ever did to any of them; 
for I have relieved ſome of them ſeveral Times, 
both before, and ſince. But it was for the 
firm Affection which they knew I bore to thy 


Royal Father, to thee, and thy Royal Family; 


and becauſe I had at the Coffee- Houſes, and 
Town Meetings, defended the Right our Na- 
tion had to ſettle the Crown in thy Hluftrious 
Family, which was at that Time very unfaſhion- 


able ſo to do; in a Country where there were 


then no leſs than ſeven, if not eight in ten, no- 
toriouſly diſaffected to the Government, having 
defaced, and pulled down Eighteen Meeting- 
Houſes ; but it is happily much otherwiſe now 
in that Country, And if thou, O King, with 
thy Nobles and Elders, will do impartially by 
all thy Subjects, every one, Jews, and Papiſts, 
not excepted, and not deprive any Native Bri- 
tons of their Rights, nor debar them from the 
Liberties of ſerving thee their King, and their 


Country, if called to it; taking off the oppfeſ- 


five reproachful Shackles, and Fetters, from their 
Hands and Feet; then will ye undo the heavy 
Burthens, and let the oppreſſed go free.

E CAU S E fo many Perſons have 
earneſtly deſired to read this Tryal, I 


have here publiſhed a Third Edition of | 


it, in order to encourage all honeſt Men, Woo 
have the eternal Law of God on their Side, not 
to fear the Faces of Prieſts, who are generally 
the grand Adverſaries of Liberty and Truth ; 
and the Baſtions and Bulwarks of all Ceremo- 
nies, Fopperies, and abſurd Doctrines that are 
in the World, 

I do this for the Glory of the moſt high 
God, and for the Honour of his facred Law, 
and for the Good of all my Fellow-Creatures 3 
that they may obey God, and not Man; Chrift, 


and not the Pope; the Prophets and Apoſtles, 


and not Prelates and Prieſts; and God know- 
eth this is my ſincere Deſire, that all Religion 
and ſpiritual Things may be perfectly free, nei- 
ther forced nor hindered ; this being the true 
Liberty of the Goſpel of f Jeſs Chriſt, who wo, 

e 
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The Kings of the Gentiles exerciſe Authority, but it 
ſhall not be ſo with you. 

About Eighteen Years ago, I wrote a Book 
entitled, A True Teſtimony for God, and 
« for his ſacred Law; being a plain, honeſt 
«© Defence of the Firſt Commandment of God, 
* apainſt all the Trinitarians under Heaven, 
_ «© Thou ſhalt have no other Gods but me.” I lived 
then at Wolverbampion, in Staffordſhire, where 
my Anceſtors have lived above Eleven Hun- 
dred Years, ever ſince the Saxons conquer'd the 
Britons. 

When this Book was publiſh'd, the Priefls 
in the Country began to rage, eſpecially the 
Prieſt of Wolverhampton ; who had a great 
Hand in the ſeveral Troubles I underwent. In 
ſhort, they never ceaſed till they had procur'd 
a large Indictment againſt me at Stafford Aſ- 
ſizes ; where I felt the Power of God, enabling 
me to ſpeak before a very great Number of 
People ; being accuſed with Hereſy, &c. But 
I truly anſwered as my beloved Brother Paul 
did in his Day, viz. In that Way which ſome 
call Hereſy, fo chuſe I to ſerve the God of my Fa- 
thers, believing all that is written in the Law and 
the Prophets. 

Aſter the long Indictment was read, I was 
aſk'd if I pleaded guilty, or not guilty. I 
ſaid I was not guilty of any Evil, that I knew 
of, in writing that Book ; which if they 
meant whether I wrote the Book or not, (for 
they had quoted many Pages of the Book in 
that Indictment) I own'd I did write it; 2 

| that 
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_ that if I might have Liberty to ſpeak, I be- 
liev'd I ſhould make it manifeſt to be the plain 
Truth of God. 

Then the Judge ſtood up, and ſaid, Mr 
«© Elwall, 1 ſuppoſe you have had a Copy of 
„ your indictment 2” I told him I had not 
had any Copy of it. Upon which he turn'd 
towards the Priefts, and told them, that I 
ought to have had a Copy of it. But they 
not anſwering, he turn'd to me, and faid, 
That if I would give Bail, and be bound to 
appear at the next Aſſizes, he would defer my 
Tryal till then. But I told him, I would not 
give Bail, neither ſnould any Man be bound for 
me; that if the Prince of Vales himſelf would, 
he ſhould not; for I have an innocent Breaſt, 
and I have injured no Man; and therefore I 
deſire no other Favour, but that I may have Li- 
berty to plead to the Indictment myſelf. | 

Upon which he faid, very courreoully, you 
may. The Judge having given me Liber- 
ty of pleading to the Indictment, I began my- 
Speech with the facred Firſt Commandment of 
God, viz. Thou ſhalt have no other Gods but 
Me. I inſiſted upon the Word Me being a 
Singular ; and that it was plain and certain, that 
God ſpoke of himſelf, as one ſingle Perſon or 
Being, and not Three diftin& Perſons. And 


that it was manifeſt, that all the Church of 
God, that then heard thoſe Words, under- 
ſtood it in the ſame plain obvious Senſe as I 
do; as is moſt evident from the Words of 
the Prophet Moſes ; "nw faid to Iſrael 2 

ule 
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Unto thee ii was ſhewed, that thou mighteſt know, 
that the Lord be is God, there is none elſe beſides 
him ; out of Heaven he made thee to hear his 
Voice, &c. I told them, that from the Words 
be and him, and bis, it was certain God was 
but one ſingle Perſon, one ſingle he, or bim, or 
his, I told them that all the Patriarchs from 
the Beginning of the World, did always ad- 
dreſs themſelves to God, as one ſingle Being. 
O thou moſt high God, Poſſeſſor of Heaven and 
Earth; and Abraham ſaid to the King of So- 
dom, I have lift up my Hand unto the Lord, 
tbe moſt bigh God, the Poſſeſſor of Heaven and 
Earth, &c. they knew nothing of a Trinity, 
nor of God's being a Plurality of Perſons ; 
that monſtruous Doctrine was not then born, 
nor of Two Thouſand Years after, till the A- 
poſtacy and Popery began to put up its filthy 
Head. 

Then I told them, that all the Prophets 
witnefſed to the Truth of the fame pure uncor- 
rupted Unitarian Doctrine of One God, and 
no other but be: Have we not all one Father, 
hath not one God created us? Then I told them 
the Words of God to Abraham, I am God 
Almighty, walk before me, and be thou perfect; 
and by the Prophet {/azah, To whom will ye 
kken me, or ſhall I be equal, ſaith the holy One, 
not the holy Three. I told them that the 
Words Me and One did utterly exclude any 
other Perſon's being God, but that One ſingle 
Me ; and that God himſelf often teſtifies the 
fame Truth, by ſaying, I. there any God beſides 

; Me ? 


gdi.cteth him; for he is the God of Truth; he 
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Me? And then tells us plainly, there is no 
God, I know not any: 1 am the Lord, and 
there is none elſe ; there is no God beſides me, 
Iſaiah xlv. 5. 
Now, faid I, let God be true, but every 
Man a Lyar, that is, every Man that contra- 


ſays, 1 lift up my Hand 10 Heaven, I ſay, I lime 

for ever. 
After I had pleaded many Texts in the Old 
Teſtament, I begun to enter the New; and 
told them, that our Lord Feſus Chriſt, the 
Prophet, like unto Moſes, held forth the ſame ' 

Doctrine as Moſes had done; for when a cer- 
rain Ruler came to aſk him which was the 
Firſt and great Commandment, (or how he 
expounded it) he told him the ſame Words as 
Moſes had ſaid. Hear, O Iſrael, the Lord thy 
God tis one Lord, not Three, and thou Halt 
love the Lord thy God with all by Heart, &c, 
And the Scribe ſaid, thou haſt anſwered right, 
for there is but one God, and there is no other 
but he, &c. then I mentioned the Words of 
Chriſt, in Fohn xvii. 3. as very remarkable, and 
worthy of all their Obſervation : This is Life 
eternal, to know thee the only true Ged, and 
Feſus Chriſt whom thou baſt ſent. And then I 
turnꝰd my Face directly to the Prieſts (my Pro- 
ſecutors, who all ſtood on the right Side of the 
Judge.) Now ſaid I, ſince the Lips of the 
bleſſed Jeſus, which always ſpoke the Truth, 
fays, his Father is the only true God ; who 
is he, and who are they that dare ſet up another, 
D 3 in 
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in contradiction to my bleſſed Lord, who ſays, 
his Father is the only true God? 

And I ftofp'd here, to ſee if any of them 
would anſwer; but the Power of God came 
over them, ſo that all their Mouths were ſhut 
up, and not one of them ſpoke a Word. So 


that I turn'd about over my left Shoulder, and 


warn*d the People in the Fear of God, not to 
take their religious Sentiments from Men, but 
from God; not from the Pope, but from Chriſt , 
not from Prelates nor Prieſts, but from the Pro- 
Phets and Apoſtles. 

And then I turn'd towards the Judge, and 
told him, that I was the more convinced of 
the Truth of what I had ſaid, from the Words 


of my bleſſed Lord; who faid, Call no Man 


Father bere upon Earth ; for one is your Father, 
even God. And call no Man Maſter, for one 
m your Maſter, even Chriſt, From hence, ſaid 
T, I deduce this natural Inference, That in all 
Things that are of a ſpiritual Nature, we ought 
to take our Religion from God and his Pro- 
phets, from Chriſ# and his Apoſtles. It will 
ders long to mention all the Texts and Proofs 
I 


the Apoſtle tells us, there is no other God but 
one, for tho, there be that are called gods, as there 
n gods many, and Lords „ both in Heaven 
and in Earth; but to us there is but one God the 
Father, of whom are all Things: So that I told 
them, here was a plain Demonſtration : For 


made uſe of; I will only add one or two, 
as that of Paul, 1 Cor. viii. 4, 5, 6. Where 


be fays 3 there is but one cd; and tells us who | 


( 43) 
that One God is, that is, the Father. And 
therefore no other Perſon could be God but the 
Father only; and what I had wrote in my 
Book was the plain Truth, and founded on 
God's own Words, Thou ſhalt have no other 
Gods but me. 
In ſhort, I could plainly perceive there was 
a general Conviacement through the Court; 


the Judge and Juſtices of the Peace did not 


like the Proſecution ; but ſaw plainly, that 
out of Envy the Prieſts had done it. I then be- 


gan to ſet before them the odious Nature of 


that Hell-born Principle of Perſecution, and 
that it was hatch'd in Hell; that it never came 
from Jeſus Chrift ; that he and his Followers 
were often perſecuted themſelves, but they ne- 


ver perſecuted any; that we had now a very fla- BR 


grant Inſtance of it by the Papiſts at Thorn; 
where they firſt took away the Schools where 
our Brethren the Proteſtants educated their Chil- 
dren ; then they took away the Places of their 
religious Worſhip ; then they put them in Pri- 
ſons; then confiſcated their Eſtates, and laſt of 


all, took away their Lives. Now we can cry 


out loud enough againſt this, and ſhew the In- 
humanity, Cruelty, and Barbarity of it ; but, 


ſaid I, if we, that call ourſelves Proteſtants, 


ſhall be found acting in the ſame Spirit, a- 
gainſt others, the Crime will be greater in 
us than in them; becauſe we have attained to 
greater Degrees of Light than they, 


However 
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However I told them, that I had put my 
H »uſe in Order, and made up my Accounts 
with all Men as near as I could : And that as 
I ow'd no Man here any Thing, ſo I would 


not pay a Penny towards this Proſecution. And 


that I was ſure of it, that whatever Fine they 


laid on me, or whatever Hole or Priſon, ſaid 


I, ye thruſt me into, I ſhall find God's living 
Preſence with me, as I feel it this Day : And 
ſo ended my Speech. 

Upon which a Juſtice of the Peace, one 
Rupert Humpatch, got up, went to the Judge, 
laid his Hand upon the Judge's Shoulder, and 
ſaid, My Lord, I know this Man to be an 
honeſt Man ; and what I ſay, I ſpeak not 
by Hear-ſay, but Experience; for J was his 
next Door Neighbour three Years. Alſo, ano- 
ther Juſtice ſpoke to the fame Effect. Then 
the Judge ſpoke to me; Mr Elwall, I per- 
ceive you have ſtudied very deeply into this 
Controverſy ; but have you ever conſulted any 
of our reverend Clergy, and Biſhops, of the 
Church of England? I anſwered, Yes, I have; 
and among others, the Archbiſhop of Can- 
terbury himſelf, with whom I have exchang; 
ten Letters, viz. Four I have had from him, 
and Six he has had from me. (At which 


Words, all the Priefts ſtar'd very earneſtly.) 


Well, ſays the Judge, and was not the Arch- 
biſhop able to give you ſome Satisfaction in 
theſe Points, Mr Elwall? I faid, No; but 


rather quite the reverſe ; for that in all the 
Letters 


I 
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Letters I ſent to the Archbiſhop, I grounded 
my Arguments upon the Words of God and 
his Prophets, Chriſt and his Apoſtles; but in 
his Anſwers to me, he referr'd me to Acts of 
Parliament, and Declarations of State, Ce. 
whereas, I told the Biſhop, in one of my Let- 
ters, that I wonder'd a Man of his natural and 
acquired Abilities, ſhould be ſo weak as to turn 
me over to human Authorities, in Things of 
a divine Nature; for tho? in all Things that are 
of a temporal Nature, and concern the civil 
Society, I will be ſubject to every Ordinance of 
Man, for the Lord's Sake; even from the King 
upon the Throne, down to the meaneſt Officer 
in the Land; but in Things that are of a ſpiri- 
tual Nature, and concern my Faith, my Wor- 
ſhip of God, and future State, I would call 10 
Man Faber here upon Earth, nor regard either 
Popes or Councils, Prelates or Prieſts of any 
Denomination, nor Convocations, nor Aſſem- 
blies of Divines; but obey God and his Pro- 
phets, Cbriſt and his A Upon which 
the Judge anſwered, Well, if his Grace of 
Canterbury was not able to give you Satisfac- 
tion, Mr Elwall, I believe I ſhall not; and 
ſo ſet down and reſted him; for I think he 
had ſtood up for near an Hour and a Quarter. 
Then he ftood up again, and turning to the 
Prieſts, talk'd ſoftly to them. I did not hear 
what he faid, or what they ſaid to him; but 
I gueſs'd from what the Judge ſaid next; for, 
ſays he, Mr Elxall, you can't but be ſenſible 
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that what you have writ, being contrary to the 
common received Doctrines of the Church, it 
has given Offence to ſome of your Neighhours, 
and particularly to the Clergy ; Are you wil- 
ling to promiſe before the Face of the Country 
here, that you will not write any more on this 
Head? I anſwer'd, God forbid I ſhould make 
thee any ſuch Promiſe ; for when I wrote this 
Book, I did it in the Fear of God; and I did 
not write it to pleaſe the Church of Rome, nor 
the Church of England, nor the Church of 
Scotland ; but to pleaſe that God who gave me 
my Breath; and therefore, if at any Time 1 
find myſelf drawn forth to write in Defence of 
this ſacred Firſt Commandment, or any other 
of the Ten, I hope I ſhall do it in the ſame 
Spirit of Sincerity as I have done this. And I 
perceiv*d the Judge was not any wiſe diſpleas'd 
at my honeſt, plain, bold Anſwer ; but rather 
his Heart ſeem'd to be knit in Love to me; and 
he ſoon declar'd me itted : And then the 
Clerk of the Arraigns, or Aſſizes, ſtood up, 
and faid, Mr Elwall you are acquitted 3 you may 
go out of Court when you pleaſe. 

So I went away through a very great Croud 
of People, (for it was thought there was a 
Thouſand People at the Tryal) and having ſpo- 
ken long, I was a-thirſt, ſo went to a Well and 
drank ; then went out of Town by a River-ſide, 
and looking about and ſeeing no one near, I 
kneel'd down on the Bank of the River, and 
ſent up my Thank-offering to that good God 
that had deliver'd me out of their Hands. i 
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By that Time I return'd to the Town, the 
Court was up and gone to Dinner; a Juſtice 


of Peace and another Perſon met me, and 


would have me to eat and drink with them, 
which I did; and after, as I was walking a- 
long the Street, ſome Perſons hove up a great 
Saſh-Window, and invited me up to them, and 
when I enter'd the Room, I found Ten or a 
Dozen Perſons, moſt of them Juſtices of the 
Peace; and amongſt them a Prieſt, whom they 
call'd Doctor. One of the Juſtices took me by 
the Hand, and faid, Mr Elwall, I am heartily 
glad to ſee you, and I was glad to hear you 
bear your Teſtimony ſo boldly as you did. 
Yea, ſays another Juſtice, and I was glad to ſee 
Mr Elwall come off with Flying Colours as 
he did: Upon which the Prieſt ſaid (in a very 
bitter Manner) He ought to have been hang d. I 
turn'd unto him, and ſaid, Friend, I perceive 
thou doſt not know what Spirit thou art f; for 
the Son of Man came not to deſtroy, but to ſave: 
But thou would'ſt have me deſtroy'd. Upon 
which one of the Juſtices ſaid, How, how Doc-- 
tor, did not you hear one of the Juſtices ſay, 
that he was an honeſt Man, and that what he 
ſaid, was not by Hear-ſay, but by Experience, 
and would you have honeſt Men hang'd, Doc- 
tor? Is this good Doctrine? So that the Prieſt 
faid but little more for ſome Time: So I took 
leave of the Juſtices, and took Horſe for Wol- 
verbampton, for I knew there would be great 
Joy in my Family, for the common People all 

expected

expected to hear of my being fin*'d and impri- 
ſon'd. But a Farmer that lived near, who had 
been upon the Jury at Stafford, got to Town 
before me, and the People went all up and aſk'd 
him, What have they done with Mr Elwall? 
Have they put him in Priſon? He anſwer'd, 
No, he preach'd there an Hour together, and 
our Parſons could ſay ne'er a Word. What 
muſt they put him in Priſon for ? I told our 
Foreman of the Jury, Mr Elwall was an honeſt 
Man, and his Father was an honeſt Man, I 
knew him very well; ſo they were all damp'd. 
But there was great Joy in my Family, and 
amongſt all my Friends: Praiſes, living Praiſes 
be attributed to that good God who delivered 
me out of their Hands! 
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
